1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows:

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of claim 1 of the 
limitations directed to the latching system being operable to directly couple the first hardtop roof 
panel and the second hardtop roof panel together in response to movement of the first hardtop 
roof panel from the opened position to the closed position. The movement of the roof to the 
closed position provides the motion for coupling. The primary reason for the allowance of 
claims 7 and 24 is the inclusion of the limitations directed to a first linkage, a second linkage, 
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and a third linkage, and a retaining member pivotally coupled to the third linkage, the retaining 
member further being pivotally coupled to a lost motion coupling. The primary reason for the 
allowance of claims 18 and 23 is the inclusion of the limitation directed to the crank member 
being pivotally coupled to a first hardtop roof panel, the crank member being operable to move 
between a first position and a second position when the first hardtop roof panel contacts a fixed 
member. The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest such limitations in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the claims.
